The 
subject alleged in his questionnaire that he was born in New York City 
on February 16, 1915. He denied that he had ever been convicted of a 
felony and his selective service status was la.with a deferment because 
he is over 26 years of age, until the beginning of June. , 


‘Tt was noted in the file that an appeal froma 1A classi- 
fication given the sjbject by the Local Board had been taken by the New 
York Association for Jewish Children, located at 71 W. 74th Street, New

The name of captioned person was found listed in. the address ‘book and 

diary of Israel Halperin,a known Soviet espionage agent. 


Attached hereto is a brief summary of information compiled 
from a review of the file and references in the Corby Case, 


Israel Halperin, Canadian-born citizen of Russian parentage, 
was one of the principals implicated in Soviet Military Intelligence 
operations in-Canada as disclosed through the defection of Igor Gouzenko. 
Apprehended in February, 1946, Halperin was placed on trial for conspiracy 
to violate the Canadian Official Secrets Act. However, on March 4, 1947; 
charges against him were dismissed upon refusal of a eercenee rater: 
(David Gordon Lunan) to testify against him. 


On March 12, 1946, denies of an address book and diary found 
in Halperin's possession at the time of his apprehension were forwarded - 
to the Bureau. a 


A review.of the attached memorandum does not indicate the 
subject is pro-Soviet and engaged in sensitive employment nor does it 
contain allegations that subject was engagced in espionage activities: 
therefore, no further action in this matter is being taken by the 
Espionage Section at this time,

The letter was signed by a person identifying himself 
as a resident of 720 Riverside Drive, NYC. — . 


It is noted that an investigation at 720 Riverside 
Drive failed to identify the writer of the anonymous letter, 
and that the information in the anonymous letter has not been 
corroborated. 


The father of WILLIAM GOLDFARB is SAMUEL GOLDFARB, 
670 Williams Avenue, Brooklyn, New York. The records of the 
Brooklyn Board of Elections reflects that in 1936 SAMUEL GOLDFARB, 
670 Williams Avenue, registered as a Communist. There is no 
registration record for him for the years 1937-1941. In 1942 
and 1943 he registered under the banner of the American Labor 
Party. These records indicate that SAMUEL GOLDFARB became 
a citizen of the United States in January, 1907.

. Security cases were opened on both Goldfarb and his 
wife, information having been received in 1942 that both were 
members of the Communist Party. Investigation developed that 
they were enrolled in the American Labor Party from 1939 until 
1948 andalso revealed they were acquainted with a known Soviet 
espionage agent arrested in Canada (Israel Halperin). These 
cases were closed in 1952 after interviews with both Goldfarb 
and his wife during which they denied Communist Party member- 
ship at any time. Both admitted having joined the Social 
Service Union (Local 19) in 1937, a communist-controlled 
organization. Information concerning Goldfarb's previous 
Bureau employment and copies of reports of his pre-employment 
and security investigations have been previously disseminated 
to the Department of Health, Education and Welfare in response 
to a name check request. (67-58776) 


RECOMMENDATIONS : 


(1) That this memorandum be forwarded to the 
Administrative Division for the preparation of an appropriate 
write-up concerning Goldfarb's services with the FBI.
